to examine scientifically the arid region this 
side of thre Rocky Mountains to determine if its 
reclamation was possible by means of irrigation 
from artesian wells. It consisted of Prof. C. A. 
White, of the Geographical Survey; Prof. 
Samuel Augbey, of Colorado; and Mr. Horace 
Beach, of Prairie du Chien, Wis. Profs. White 
and Augbey are geologists of experience and 
standing, and Mr. Beach is a practical borer of 
artesian wells. Owing to the immense extent of 


the area named in the bill and the limited time 
at the disposal of the commission, it was de- 
termined to ue their operations to Colorado. 


THEIB REPORT, 


which is an exhaustive one, has now been sub- 
mitted to Commissioner Loring, under whose 
direction the examination was made, and who 
was determined, following their recommenda- 
tions, to sin« two experimental wells neur the 
headwaters of the Republican River, in North- 
eastern Colorado, between 37 degrees 40 mine 
utes and 46 degrees 20 minutes latitude north 
and 102 degrees and 103 degrees longitude west.

The summary now ready for 
circulation says: “ The winter-wheat cropof the 
State has seldom, if ever, promised a. more 
abundant yield, and the quality is excellent. 
The crop has been harvested in the southern 
and most of the central counties of the State, 
and new wheat is being marketed as fast 
as it can be thrashed. Continued rain has 
interfered with harvesting in Central Lilinois, 
making it impossible in many instances to 
use reapers, on or beaders, on account of 
the soft condidon of the soil. As a result, farm- 
ers’ have resorted to cradies, and more wheat 
has been gathered this season vy this method 
than ia the entire preceding ten years. There 
is dunger of the grad of the crop being dam- 
aged by sprouting before it can be suvcessfully 
stacked. Theaverage condition in the northerr 
division of the State is 47 pee ceut better than on 
July 1. 1881; in the central division, 62 per cent 
better; and in the southern division, 63 per cent 
better. The general condition in the State is 6 
per cent above an average.”

Tur murder of Dr. Joel H. Prescott Sat- 
urday night was a crime peculiarly startling 
and terrifying in character. A  respect- 
able and res pected citizen, a man of family 
and good position among his fellow-men, is 
struck down at the hour of midnight at his 
place of business but a few steps distant 
from one of the most frequented thorough- 
fares of a great city, and the assasin escapes 
without let or hindrance, Dr.Prescott’ses- 


cated on Desplaines street, a few doors south 
of Madison street, a region thickly infested 
with saloons, concert-halls, gambling-dens, 
and places of even Worse repute; a region 
thronged by disreputables of all ages, sexes, 
and conditions; a favorit lurking-place of 
the criminal classes. The fact was of course 


1 known that the bathing establishment did a 


large and profitable business, the daily re- 
ceipts exceeding $100, and a plan of robbery 
was accordingly laid. It would appear that 
Dr. Prescott had been for some time Im- 
pressed with a sense of insecurity, as he 
had latterly taken the precaution to secrete 
his money in a place known only to himself 
and to a son associated with him in the busi- 
ness. Of this the assasin was ignorant. In 
an unfrequented part of the building 
he waylaid his victim, and with a blow 
from some heavy and blunt instrument 
crushed in the skull and laid him senseless 
on the floor. That the pockets of the uncon- 
scious man were'turned inside out showed 
the motive of the deed, but it was not known 
until some hours later that the murderer 
went away empty-handed. The money and 
gold watch he expected to get were safely 


| hidden away, and were found yesterday just 


as the prudent proprietor had placed them. 
Suspicion rests upon several persons now 
under arrest, among them two colored men, 
one of whom was employed in the establish- 
ment at the time of the murder, while the 
other had been recently discharged from 
Dr. Prescott’s employ through asusvicion as 
to his honesty. But no man now alive saw 
the fatal blow struck save the villain who 
struck it, and, as neither money nor valuables 
were secured, it will naturally be difficult to 
obtain a definit clew. The commission of 
such a crime in the heart of a populous city 
for the sake of $100 at mostis indeed an oc- 
currence at once startling and terrifying. 
With so small a measure of protection for 
the law-abiding citizen as against the desper- 
ate criminals who throng the streets and 
slums of Chicago, assasination may haug 
over the head of any man even suspected of 
having a few dollars about his person, and 
the murderous blow may fall, as in the case 
of Dr. Preapott, when least — 

POLITICAL P PARTIES AND ‘TAXATION. 

The political oracles forecast a widediscus- 
sion of tax questions in the fall campaign 
and venture the opinioh that the Democrats 
will gain some strength among the people 
on the basis of Congressional! action in the 
pending long session, which is to be dragged 
out still further by a Senate debate on pro- 
posed amendments to the bill for reducing 
internal revenue. The actual, relation of 
parties to the issues of taxation and revenue 
do not sustain this view of the case. 

The present Congress is nominally Repub- 
lican, At least, the Republicans in the 
House can muster a small majority on strict 
party issues, and the occasional vote of Sen- 
ator Davis, of Illinois, gives them a majority 
of one in the Senate. But there are no 
strict party votes on tax questions, which are 
governed largely by sectional interests and 
individual convictions. The principal 
tax measures of the present Con- 
gress will de: (1) The act.- creating 
the Tariff Commission, and (2) the act re- 
ducing internal revenue by the remission of 
certain special taxes on banks, matches, per- 
fumeries, and tobacco licenses. These meas- 
ures have received support and encountered 
opposition from members of both parties: 
but if the Republican party is to be held re- 
sponsible for them, itis pertinent to inquire 
how they compare with the action taken by 
previous Deniocratic Congresses, or the prob- 
able action of the present Congress if it were 
under Democratic control, which may be de- 
termined by the attitude of the Democratic 
caucus. 

In regard to the tariff, tax reformers will 
admit that any surrender of revenue snould 
have been inaugurated by the repeal of that 
class of taxes which yield the Government 
but little revenue as compared to the bounty 
imposed for special industries and the bur- 
dens inflicted’ upon the people. There is also 
good. ground to contend that Congress should 
have undertaken for itself the revision of 
the tariff instead of delegating the task to a 
commission and risking an indefinit delay 
zin non-agreement with that commission’s 
conclusion. But, in the face of all this, the 
fact remains that the present Congress has 
taken one step forward in the direction of 
tariff revision, This is more than the Dem- 
ocrats accomplished in their long tenure 
of Congressional power. During the six 
years they controlled the House every effort 
at modifying the tariff was a failure. 
The Democrats chose a strong protectionist 
for their Speaker, whose arbitrary rule over 
the committees and the business of the 
House assured the defeat of revenue-re- 
form measures, even if there had been a re- 
form sentiment among the Democrats strong 
enough to urge such measures. Little was 
proposed and nothing was done. It was 
with a Democratic Senator, indeed (Eaton, 
of Connecticut), that the project for a tariff 
commission, of the same character as that 
authorized by the present Congress, is said 
to have originated, but a Democratic Con- 
gress failed to approve it or afford any other 
measure of professed relief. These condi- 


| tions effectually estop the Democrats from 


making any party capital out of Con- 
gressional treatment of the tariff — 
whether for or aguinst the theory of protec- 
tion. J

Even 

yet the Democrats are not content to 

submit to the failure of their pet 

scheme, for Senator Beck has introduced 

into the Senate as one of the amendments to 

the Revenue bill a proposition to reduce the 
whisky tax to 50 cents a gallon and the to- 
bacco tax te 10 cents a pound, and also to en- 
able the whisky men to make a new com- 
bination against the Government by extend- 
ing the bonded term on whisky to five years 
and remitting all interest or taxes which re- 
main unpaid. Is it possible to concelye that

SHAMEFUL SCENES IN cox GRESS. 
It is a tribute due to true merit to note 
with thanks the heroic conduct of Congress- 
man Browne, of Indiana, displayed in the 
House of Representatives on Saturday in a 


successful effort to prevent his brother Con- 


gressnien, Willis and White, of Kentucky, 
from utterly disgracing themselves, their 


State, and the country. 


It requires moral as well as physical cour- 
age to interfere in a street broil between 
roughs and thugs, because it is not always in 
every city quite certain on which side of the 
controversy the policeman’s club will be 
found. So in Congress it is not infrequently 
the case that the applause is joudest in sup- 
port of the noisiest blackguard, notwith- 
standing his language may be too foul to 
print. 

In the controversy of a few days ago, But- 
terworth seems to have won most applause 
on the floor of the House, because his lan- 
guage was so very unprecedentedly foul that 
it made the reporters blush and drove ladies 
from their seatsin the gaileries. What his 
language was exactly nobody outside the 
House at the time knows, for it was so vile 
that it was expunged from the record by 
common consent, and no newspaper corre- 
spondent has had the harihood to print it. 
Notwithstanding its grossness, however, a 
dispatch from Cincinnati states that Mr. But- 
terworth’s constituents are proud of his 
nasty effort, and since they don’t know what 
he said, beyond the fact that what he said 
was unfit for publication, the public is forced 
to the conclusion that Mr. Butterworth’s 
constituents are applauding him merely be- 
cause he said something very nasty but @ry 
clever. 

And this illustrates the despair of the situ- 
ation in regard to disgraceful scenes in Con- 
gress, Fublie opinion is depraved. Coarse- 
ness is condoned by cleverness in public 
men, as “ecrookedness” is condoned by 


| wealth in private life. 


One unfamiliar with the personnel of the 
House of Representatives would assume that 
these disgraceful scenes occur between the 
more ighorant members—members from the 
frontier and from the isolated rural districts. 
But this is not the fact. They are participat- 
ed in by members not only of prominence, 
but of experience and culture. 

The worst scenes which have transpired 
during the present session of Congress have 
been caused by justly distinguished men. 
Judge Kelley, the venerable Father of the 
House, and a man noted for great decorum 
of manner and extreme affability of témper, 
figured prominently in one of these scenes. 
So did Mr. Cox, of New York,a man of far 
more than average culture, a man long dis- 
tinguished in public life, and a man enjoying 
a considerable reputation asa litterateur. 
Mr. White and Mr. Willis are not obscure or 
inferior men, and Mr. Butterworth is a rec- 
ognized leader in the House of Kepresenta- 
tives. 

The men, then, who are prominent in these 
disgraceful scenes are neither ignorant, 
coarse, hor vulgar. They are men accus- 
tomed ta good society and familiar with good 
manners. But in the heat of debate the 
ruling passion of the American people—de- 
termination to win at every hazard—trans- 
forms the mild-mannered, gentlemanly man 
into a domineering autocrat, flushes his face 
with rage, and degrades his language to the 
level of jcoarse ruffianism. 

lt is the desire to win, regardless of the 
means employed, that leads to these scenes 
of violent passion and foul, wordy assaults 
in Congress. The motive of them is the 
same as the motive which actuated Gould 
and Fisk in bribing courts, buying injunc- 
tions of one court and dissolving those of 
another court by mob violence—namely: the 
desire fdr power, and a determination to win 
it regardless of law. 

To a degree the public is responsible for 
the apparently endless recurrence of these 
scenes, because it does not condemn them 
with sufficient severity. Indeed it does not 
condem them at all if the guilty authors of 
them  exbibit even a smattering of “smart- 
ness” with an almost infinit degree of 
nastiness, coarseness, and vulgarity, 

When a constituency shall refuse to return 
a Congressman because of some palpable 
violation of the rules of decency on the floor 
of the House of Representatives, Congres- 
sional manners will improve, and such scenes 
as we are obliged to chronicle every few 
days will cease, 

THAT it is the expectation aud purpose of 
those who have secured an appropriation of 
$5,000, 000 for the Mississippi River improve- 
ment that the funds will be used largely in 
the construction of levees is evident from 
Saturday’s debate in the Senate over this 
subject. Mr. Frye offered an amendment pro- 
hibiting the expenditure of any portion of 
this appropriation for levees to reclaim or 
protect lands, or for any other purpose than

deepening the channel and improving navi- 


gation. This amendment was. opposed by 
the entire phalanx of Southern Bourbons and 
the allies they could muster. It was con- 
tended by the friends of the appropriation 
that the language of the bill is sufficiently ex- 
plicit to prohibit. the construction of 
levees “except where, in the judgnient 
of the River Commission, these are 
necessary as a part of the plan to afford ease 
and safety to the commerce of the river and 
deepen the channel.” The exception is 
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it is not the purpose of the commission to go

correspondents concerning Arabi Bey de 


‘true, it does not much alter the state of af- 


fairs in Egypt, nor can it justify the conduct 
of the British nation in warring on the 
Egyptian people. Arabi Bey may be amoun- 
tebank ana a demagog, a cunning knave and 
a political trickster, but that does not mill- 
tate against the fact that he represents the 
National party—that is, the overwhelming 
majority: in fact, the entire people of Egypt 
in offering resistance to what is called the 
“joint control” over the public purse of 
Egypt. He not only represents the ideas of 
his people in'this matter, but he very cogent- 
ly expresses them. In an interview with an 
American cotrespondent the other day Arabi 


said: 


“ England has no more right to interfere in 
Egypt than any other nation, and she must be 
contented eh wy pt 22 a position. Eaypt will 
pay her debe, but t will allow no interference of 
any kind. The Warteten employés will be re- 
tained in the aervice as long as Egypt requires 
them. The lives of Europeans are safe, unless 
Engiand acts aggressively. in which case the 

ple might rise and carry all before them.’ 

He then complained bitteriy of misrepresenta- 
tion on the part of correspondents, showing a 
letter of apology from an English correspond- 
ent for a misstatement, and continued: “If 
Turkish troops are sent to suppress the erh. 
tian army, we will resist them to the utmost. If 
they come to help us, we will receive them as 
brothers. Should European troops of any kind 
come we will gut till death.“

It is language which appeals to every un- 
prejudiced judgment. It states the position 
of the Egyptian National party exactly. No 
nation less arrogant than England would 
have thought ot interfering in Egyptian af- 
fairs under the pretext of collecting the debts 
of its citizens. The promise or offer which 
Arabi makes in behalf of the National party 
that Egypt will pay her debt is more than 
fair, for Egypt never contracted the debt. 
The money was borrowed by successive 
Khedives, an@ was spent in debauchery, to 
placate political enemies, to bribe courtiers, 
to reward tavorits, and to support the vari- 
ous harems of the various Khedives. Not 
one cent of the money perhaps was ever used 
in works of national importance, of perma- 
nent value; not one penny was appligd 
for the public benefit. Yet, recogniz- 
ing that the money was borrowed 
in the name of Egypt, and that the lenders, 
not being aware, perhaps, of the circum- 
stances under which the loan was asked, 
though there is reason to believe that most 
of them did, shoulda not suffer. Egypt offers 
to pay the debt in the best manner which its 
financial condition will allow. This will not 
satisfy the British and the French. These 
nations claim Egypt as their own. They 
have appointed a Board of Joint Control.“ 
which exercises ali the functions of a re- 
ceiver in the case of bankrupt property over 
the whole Egyptian nation. This Board of 
Joint Control regulates the taxes of the 
nation, niakes the assessment, does the col- 
lecting and disbursing. The first money 
goes into the pockets of the members of the 
board, all high-salaried officials and all 
foreigners in — my to a large and rayenous 
corps of clerks, all foreigners. A schedule 
just issued from the English Foreign 
Office shows that over 1.200 foreigners were 
employed as ¢lerks under the joint control. 
Next the Khedive and his 600 mistresses had 
to be provided for, his sprees and toy cities 
paid for, and the Sultan must get his tribute 
or there will be trouble. If anything is left 
it goes to pay the interest on the debt. 
Nothing is left for works of public improve- 
ment much needed in Egypt. Thus is the 
Egyptian orahge squeezed every year by the 
Board of Joint Control,” ana even the poor 
Egyptians themselves are not permitted to 
have part of the peel. 

Under the dircumstances it is not surpris- 
ing that the unfortunate Egyptian peasants 
who pay most of the taxes (the principal tax 
is a land tax) should very emphatically ob- 
ject. Itis not surprising that Arabi Bey is 
supported by the entire Egyptian people; 
that there should be a loud and very decided 
protest against the conduct of the Foreign 
Board ot Control and its foreign underlings ; 
anc that the fellahs have resolved to resist 
the systematic robbery of which they have 
been the rt to the death.” 


* DICKENS’ “DUTCHMAN, 0 

Wnen Charles Dickens was in this country 
in 1842 he visited the Eastern Penitentiary of 
Pennsylvania, at Cherry Hill, and investi- 
gated and afterwards described in his 
„American Notes,” the results of the silent 
confinement system as it worked there, 
Among the convicts he saw, and whose cases 
he referred to specially, was a German sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment for lar- 
ceny, two of which had just expired. Says 
Dickens: 


He had painted every inch of the walls and 
— 22 uite beautifully. The taste and inge- 
nuity he had displayed in everything were moat 
extraordinary, and yet amore dejected, heart- 
broken, wretched creature it would be difficult 
to imagine. y heart bled for dim, and when 
the tears ran down his cheeks and he took one 
of the visitors aside to ask, with his trembling 
hands nervously clutching at his coat to detain 
him, whether there was no hope of bis dismal 
sentence bei commuted, the spectacie was 
really too painful to witness, 1 never saw or 
beard of any Kind of misery that impressed me 
more than the wretchedness of this man. 


The name of this prisoner who thus 
wrought on Dickens’ feelings was Charles 
Langheimer, and ever since the publication 
of “Ambprican Notes” he has been 
known as “ Dickens’ Dutchman,” and is still 
known as such, for he is still alive and still 
in prison. On the 10th of May he was dis- 
charged from thé Eastern Penitentiary at the 
expiration of his eighth term. He was first 
imprisoned for larceny in May, 1840, is now 
79 years old, and in addition to the eight 
terms in Pennsylvania institutions, amount- 
ing in all to twenty-five years, has “done 
time“ at Sing Sing, at the Maryland Peniten- 
tiary, and at other penal institutions. When 
he first entered the walls of the Pennsylvania 
prison, the number given him was 1,274, 
When he last entered it, in 1879, the number 
was 10,014, showing that 8,740 prisoners had 
passed through the institution between his 
tirst and last visits. | 

When he left the prison two months ago 
some of the convicts said that it would not 
be two months before he was back again— 
that his habits of crime were ingrained, and 
that it would be impossible for him to earn 
an honest living. The prediction has been 
verified. Last Thursday he went into a store 
in Philadelphia during the absence of the 
clerk, opened the money-drawer, and took 
out about 81 He was so bungling and 
awkward in his movements, however, that 
notice was acted to him, and he was 
caught while taking the money. He was ar- 
raigned, was nable to give bail, and was ro- 
turned to prispr l perfectly in- 
i} AY v aul ; 
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Old as he is, he will hardly outlive the new 
term which will probably be given him, and 
will be very apt to die in the prison in which 
he has spent a quarter of a century. 
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THE SILVER QUESTION AGAIN. 

The venerable Thurlow Weed never falters 
in the defense of silver. ‘The New York City 
papers have been recently indulging in 
dreary repetitions of the old denunciations 
of silver dollars and silver certificates. 
These Wall-street organs never refer to the 
silver dollars, except as “87-cent” dollars, 
and speak as if the people of the country 
were in some way robbed of 13 cents” of 
gold every time a silver dollar is paid by one 
person to another, The silver dollar has 
now been in coin since March, 1878, and over 
one hundred millions of such dollars have 
been put in circulation. They are legal- 
tenders in payment of all private debts, 
and equally so in the payment of 
public debts, taxes, and obligations. But 
where they become “87” cent dollars is 
never pointed out. They are receivable at 
the United States Treasury as the equivalent 
of gold, and are payable for customs duties 
on a par with gold. No person has yet 
heard of their being for sale at 87 cents, and 
yet these Wall-street papers think they ex- 
hibit a smartness too cute for anything” 
by saying that these gilver dollars are worth 
only 87 cents. In reply to one of these re 
cent attacks the venerable journalist thus re- 
turns the fire: 

New York, July - Tu the Editor of the New 
York Tribune—Si1rm: Lask leave to submit to 
the readers of the Tribune a brief reply to your 
severe denu nciation of silver in this morning's 
paper. If the Secretary of the Treasury would 
obey a law of Congress the Sub-Treasury vaults 
would soon be relieved from an increasing and 
onerous amount of legal-tender silver dollars. 
In the prosecution of a war for the protection 
of the Government of the Union nearly $2,000,- 
000.000 were borrowed. The foreign creditor 
sold bis gold for enbacks ata premium 
ranging from 50 to per cent, and then ex- 
changed his greenbepks for 6 per cent Govern- 
Those bonds, principal and 
interest, were payatile in coin.“ When our 
bonds eom man a premium varying from 12 
to 20 per cent silver coin was stealithily demone- 


tized—so stealthily that nota us 1 — was 
aware that country bad been deprived of

THE MEANING OF GLADSTONE’S RE- 
VERSE 


The reverse, rather than the defeat, which 
Mr. Gladstone met with in the British Par- 
liament Friday night over a trumpery 
amendment to the Irish Repression bill is 
very significant. It foreshadows the bgeak- 
up of the present English Liberal party, and 
the formation of a new party, liberal in fact 
as wellas in name—a party in consonance 
with the feelings of Mr. Gladstone, brogress- 
iveas he is and has been. 

Ithas been known ever since Mr. Glad- 
stone last accepted the Premiership that he 
was very cordially hated—dreaded would be 
a better expression—by a section of his party, 
the territorial Whigs, who were members of 
the party through tradition and by a sort of 
inheritance. This section would have been 


. greatly rejoiced had the Queen passed over 


Mr. Gladstone after the general election, 
and committed the task of forming a Cabinet 
to Lord Hartington or Sir William Har- 
court. It was a knowledge of the exist- 
ence of this feeling which induced Victoria 
to hesitate about sending for Mr. Gladstone 
until the masses of the English people, in a 
very unmistakable manner in public meeting 
and through the public press, showed that 
they would have no other than Mr. Glad- 
stone. The territorial Whigs acquiesced, 
but sulkily, and many of them availed them- 
selves of the very first opportunity to indi- 
cate their feelings, The introduction of 
Forster’s celebrated but ill-fated Compensa- 
tion-for-Eviction measure caused the Mar- 
quis of Lansdowne te resign his position, 
the introduction of the iris@ Land act of last 
session drove the Duke of Argyll out of the 
Cabinet, and both measures soured the dis- 
positions and tempers of such Liberals as 
Mr. Goschen, Mr. Heneage, and Lord Fitz- 
william. Mr. Forster’s defection has been 
too recent and too marked to need reference. 

The composition of the English Liberal 
party is somewhat pee¢uliar.. It consists of 
many shades of varying political opinion. 
From avowed Republicans like Dilke, Cham- 
berlain, and Labouchére to reactionary Whigs 
like Argyll, whose attachment to royalty 
and privilege is even more marked than the 
attachment of Lord Salisbury himself, isa 
wide gulf indeed. The only wonder is how 
such men can agree on any political meas- 
ures or on any course of political action—how 
one man could hold them together. Ne 
other man than Gladstone would have done 
so for any considerable length of time. The 
commanding genius, the political tact, and the 
wonderful personality of this grand old man 
have alone united such discordant elements 
for any purpose. They might have remained 
united some time longer if the personal! in- 
terests of one section were not at stake. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne and men of his 
class would doubtless have continued té act 
with Mr. Gladstone had not the Marquis’ 
right to evict tenants from his Irish estates 
been questioned, and had it not been pro- 
posed to do away with such a privilege by 
legislation. The Duke ot Argyll saw in the 
Irish Land act a blow at what he called the 
rights of property, and the Marquis and the 
Duke and their territorial Whig following 
severed themselves from their party. The 
abandonment of coercion assailed Mr. Fors- 
ter’s and Mr. Goschen’s notions of tne right 
of ruling over subject nationalities, and they 
broke with their leader. The last-mentioned 
gentlemen and the school to which they be- 
long were, however, somewhat reconciled 
when the horrible Phenix Park butchery 


roused the wrath of the English populace 
and forced Mr. 
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The Whig members of his 2 were ** 
fully aware of it. It was this knowledge, and 
the belief, which it is thought is very well 
grounded, that under the administration of 
so humane a gentleman, so advanced a Lib- 
eral as Mr. Trevelyan, the new Coercion 
act would remain a dead letter, that induced 
the reactionary Liberals to vote against the 
amendment of Friday night. or to adopt the 
still more cowardly policy of abstaining 
from voting. 

It is barely possible that the vote may have 
the effect of inducing Mr, Gladstone to re- 
sign. He said after it was taken that he felt 
that the opposition to the amendment was 
directed at him personally. But whether he 
resigns or not, the vote marks the beginning 
of a new departure in politics, the drawing 
of sharp party lines, the abandonment of the 
Liberal party by the Whigs, and its re- 
organization on radically Liberal principles.

BRIDGES OVER: NAVIGABLE STREAMS. 

We published the other day the judgment 
of Judge Harlan, of the United States courts, 
affirming the validity of the ordinances ot 
the City of Chicago providing for bridging 
the Chicago River and of closing the river to 
vessels at certain hours of the day. The 
Supreme Court of Louisiana has recently ren- 
dered a decision which may have some bear- 
ing on this same question. One James Ham- 
ilton sued the Vicksburg; Shreveport & 
Pacific Railroad Company for damages re- 
sulting from the erection of a bridge over the 
Boeuf River, which prevented the passage of 
his steamboat up and down that river. Beuf 
River rises in Arkansas, but during its whole 
navigable length is within the territorial 
limits of Louisiana. The plaintiff for years 
run his boat up and down the river, but when 
the bridge was built the boat could not pass 
under it. The court decided against him, 
holding that when the State granted to the 
company the power to build its road across 
the State it also granted the power to build 


bridges over intervening rivers. The court 


said:

EQUITY IN TRADE. 
There are those engaged on the Board of 


Trade in Chicago who fortify their opinions 


concerning transactions on that board on 
the ground that all its rules are framed to 
carry into effect the statute laws of Lllinois, 
and therefore the decisions of the board, 
being in accordance with the statute law of 
the State, must be just, wise, and proper. 
For instance, the law of Illinois prohibits 
gambling and declares all gambling contracts 
void. It has been held that selling short, or, 
in other words, selling property ich one 
has not, is not legal, it being in the nature of 
a gambling transaction. Hence the result of 
a recent arbitration was that the shorts, hav- 
ing sold something they could not deliver, and 
having refused to settle at the ruling price 
when the market closed, the entire transac- 
tion was so tainted with gambling that the 
Board of Trade was justified in awarding to 
the longs very different amounts from those 
they claimed as due them from the shorts at 
the close of the market. 

The law of Lilinois whieh condemns gam- 
bling makes no distinction between bets be- 
cause of their amounts. A bet of one cent a 
bushel is as wicked in the estimation of the 
law asis a bet of nine or 14 cents a bushel, 
and when ashort shall default ina sale of 
wheat equal te 19 cents a bushel a conscien- 
tious and upright committee of arbitration 
has no more legal authority to award the 
long an allowance of one cent per bushel 
than it has to award him the whole 19 cents. 
At least there is only one set of conditions that 
will justify such interference. The man who 


is engaged in buying, or in manufacturing, | 


has a right to contract in advance to deliver 
that of which he has the right to expect he 
will become possessed in the natural order 
of things. The buyer of hogsand graifi in 
the country has a right to sell ahead; and to 
claim leniency if the farmers fail to deliver 
to him, or the transportation to the city be 
delayed by causes over which he has no con- 
trol. Bad roads are a legitimate excuse 
where bad faith is none. But the man 
who sells what he does notown and never 
expects to own except as he “ buys” it in on 
the same market does not belong to that 
class and is not justly entitled to the same 
protection. Call his operations what you 
will, they are nothing more nor less than 
gainbling; a mere bet on the turn of the 
market, just as the ordinary gambler may 
bet on the turn of a card. His buying and 
selling are only actual to the extent that 
these operations are nominally brought 
within the pale of the law. If he be al- 
lowed to “buy and sell” at all 
it should be only on the equal 
risk of paying out all that he loses as well 
as of raking in all that he gains. In selling 
short he voluntarily bets his money against 
the bank,” knowing very well that the actual 
owners of the property must lose if he should 
win, and should scarcely be indulged with 
immunity, either partial or complete, in case 
the transaction turns out the other way. 
Why he should be allowed to ery “extor- 
tion”? under such circumstances is what no 
one can find out, and none will defend ex- 
cept those who are interested in perpetu- 
ating the system of gambling in produce. 
The point may be legitimately made that 
no organization of honorable business-men 
can lend itself to the indorsement of such a 
system. An association of merchants may 
very properly interpose to protect one of its 
members who suffers through the failure of 
another. This it may do by making it to the 
interest of the defaulter to pay on the one 
hand, and making it to the interest of the 
creditor to be lenient when the debtor can 
prove that he has unwillingly failed on a 
mercantile contract, and. not on a gambling 
transaction. The Board of Trade has no moral 
or legal right to say that a given mass of 
property is not worth what the buyer has 
agreed to pay for it, and stands ready to pay 
when the property is delivered. Further- 


more, the board ought to assume that the 


seller has a right to sell the property which 
he offers for sale, and has as reasonable a 
prospect for controlling it within the time 
specified, as the manufacturer has when he 
sells two months’ production of his factory 
three months ahead. ‘The plea that w

Moscow, July 9.—The Herald cable gays: A 
requiem mass was celebrated yesterday at 1 
o'clock at the Hotel Dussaux in the room 
where the body of Gen. Skobelef is lying. 
All the Moscow authorities were  pres- 
ent, among them the Governor-Gen- 
eral, Prince Doilgorouki. Tonight the body 
was borne in solemn stat to the cathedral, 
whence it will be transferred to Gen. Skovbeleff's 
estate at Riaza and buried. The Moscow papers 
appeared with black borders this morning. A 
Preat crowd is still standing in front of the 
hotel. Princess Deloselsky arrived this morn- 
ing. The General's second sister, Countess 
Tcheremetief?, is expected tomorrow. The whole 
Skobeleff family will doubtless attend the fu- 
neral. An immense number of people 
are flocking here from St. Petersburg. 
The transportation of Gen. Skobeletz's 
body from the Hotel Dussaux to the Cathedral, 
of the Three Saints took place at 8 o'clock this 
evening in the midst of an immense concourse 
of people, who crowded even the tops of the 
houses. During the afternoon the people 
had been admitted to see the body lying on the 
bed of state in full uniform, covered with 
flowers. Troops lined the streets and escorted 
the runeral car, which was entirely covered with 
white. Prince Dolgorouki and the Geperal’s

The profession of Public Executioner nowa- 
days, though invested with a sinister interest 
guite natural to the ghastly craft, possesses 
none of the elements of romance which at- 
tached to it up tp a century or so ago. In 
France, for instance, in the olden time, the 
executioner, or High Justice, as he: was called 
from the fact that only Supreme or Royal 
Judges bad the power to decree death, was a 
personage whose ways and duties were as 
fascinating as they were revolting. In 
Spain, from the earliest time, the office of Ex- 
ecutioner was heretlitary by law. In France the 
law was created by custom. No one would 
associate with the children of the headsman, 
wbo could learn no craft but that of their 
father. So rigidly was this rule adhered to that 
pvhen Charles Sunson died, jeaving bis eldest 
son, only 7 years old. the child bad to stand 
beside his adult assistant. on the scaffold and 
sanction bis acts by his presence. When the 
executioner bad only daughters the husband of 
the eldest succeeded his father-in-law. It was 
only by the complete extinction of a family that 
immunity from the borribie fealty. to Death 
could be secured. 

In the early days in France the executioner 
held his office by letters -patent signed by the 
King. He was only nominated after close in- 
quiry into his person and habits. When the 
appointment of ah executioner was made out 
the papers were thrown on the table in the 


High Chancellor's office, and the new headsman 


picked them up. He was then solemnly 
sworn to his duties, As a rule he was not 


allowed to reside in: town or city unless he 
took up his residenge in the house of torture. 
In certain localities) he wore a livery, consisting 
of a jacket bearing the arms of the town and a 
ladder on the breast, and a gibbet embroidered 
on the back. In France the executioner of the 
City of Paris ranked first, for there was an aris- 
tocracy even of the gibbet. Tue headsmen bore 
the names of the places they served, being 
termed in public Ste and documents Monsieur 
de Paris, de Rheims, and so on. 

The one of executioner was endowed with 
Many pecuniary advantages. His chief right 
was tof havee (from avoir, to have). This 
consisted of xs much corn said in the market 
‘as he could take in with his bands, and bad been 
grantedto telp bim in obtaining provisions, 
which be could not easily procure otherwise, 

-ople declining money from such bands as his. 

he executjoner cogid employ agsistants to coi- 
lect His tax: his right in certain towns was ex- 
changed for a yearly allowance of money. 

Many Other privileges were attached to the 
office. By an order pf the Chateiet. dated 1530, 
the executioner of Paris had a right of taxation 
on fruit, gy 29 nuts, bay, eggs. and wool; also 
a toll on the Petit-Pont, a tax on barges, a sum 
fur each patient suffering from leprosy, a sum 
on brooms, coals, oysters, sh. cakes of 
Epiphany. watec-cress sellers, and on stray 
pigs. When one of his servants captured a 
pig, be took it to the Hote! Dieu. and either the 
bead orasum of money was civea in return. 
The executioner had also a richt to a part of the 
apparel of the culprits who suffered by his 
bands; at first only ¢iothes below the waist were 
given bim, but eventually he obtained the whole 
apparel. — 3 '

The unprovoked and cruel murder ot Dr. Joel 
Prescott, the owner of the bathing establish- 
ment at No. 101 Desplaines street, adds another 
to the innumerable dark pages of Chicago's 
criminal history, and it may be regarded as only 
a natural outcropping of that leniency which for 
80 many weaty years has been dealt out in large 
doses to the criminal classes in Cook Couaty. 
Each successive term of the Criminal Court 
finds oa its docket one or more persons 
charred with murder in the first 
Sympathetic jurymen sometimes find 
the prisoner not guilty and the victim to have 
deserved his fate. At other times the defendant 
is found guilty of manslaughter and sentenced 
to a few years in the penitentiary. It is ararity 
that a verdict of banging is returned into court. 
W benever such a return is made, the coynsel for 
the defendant moves fora new trial. All sorts 
of technical errors are cooked up, affidavits are 
prepared setting forth the discovery of 
new testimony, aud all the quirks and 
quibbles evolved from the brains of 
lawyers devoted to tearing the law to pieces are 
buried at the Court with the hopeof again prov- 
ing to the community the correctness of the 
murderer's brag—“ Hanging’s played out in 
Chicago.” Wen the motion for a new trial is 
overruled and tne prisoner is sentenced to be 
hung his attorney takes the first train to Spring- 
field, Ottawa, or Mount Vernon. A supersedeas 
is granted. The case comes up for review be- 
fore the Supreme Court. A ue trial is ordered. 
Some of the witnesses may die or leave the State. 
Postponemeats follow with as mach regularity 
as the moon's changes, and finaily the prisoner, 
after two or three years’ continement, is dis- 
charged on a Verdict of not guilty or on a nollie

THe TRIBUNE of yesterday gave a very graphic 
account of the murder, as the facts had been 
developed by the police and friends of the mur- 
dered man upto 2 o'clock a. m., afew minutes 
after which time Mr. Prescott breathed his last. 

TRIBUNE reporters devoted cons‘derabie time 
yesterday afternoon and eveum endeavoring to

PROFOUND RBETICENCE OF THE POLICE AU- 

THORITIES. 

Mr. Prescott was a man who conducted his busi- 
ness ina peculiar manne® He had no money- 
till in use ia his bathing-house business. 0 
took the money that came in and placed it in 
his pocket, and mude change from a roll of Ditis 
which he always carried on dis person. 
It undoubtedly was the gree for 
money which inspired the borrible 
crime. The perpetrator of the foul 
deed had carefully noticed. probably for several 
weeks or more, the financial habits of Mr. Pres- 
cott. and had also made himself thorouguly fa- 
giliar with all the surroundings of the place. 
and the methodical manner in which he was uc- 
customed to visit the basement every night 
about closing-up time for the purpose of bank- 
ing the fire in the boiler and seeing that none of 
the tramping fraternity which infested the 
neighborhood bad quartered himself on the coal 
box or on the floor for a night’siodging. The 
murderer, obserymg as be was, did not make 
himself familar wit® all the peculiarities of his 
intended victim, and after be had slurged the 
old gentleman over-the head with his death- 
dealing weapon, what must his feelinga have 
been when an exammauon of the pockets of 
his victim revealed the dorribie fact—to him 
—that they were absolutely void of money, jew- 
elry, or any article of value. 

Some four weeks ago Dr. Prescott discharged 
a colored employé Num he suspected of having 
stolen a gold watch which be was in the habit of 
carry! Since the loss ot the time-piece Dr. 
Prescott always bid his money previous to going 
into the ceilar to look after things before clos- 
ing for the night, and of the whereabouts of this 
hbiding-place be informed bis sons, so that in 
case unything should ever rr him wey 
could obtain the money. Of tunis fact Elmer 
Prescott, one of the deceased's sons, informed 
Capt. Bonfield, and these two gentiemen yester- 
day afternoon went to the hiding-piace and 
found there $116 in currency, silver, and gold, 
and the gold watch belonging to bis 
wife, which the murdered man wore 
on Saturday, and which he had deen 
in the habit of wearing since bis own was stolen. 
This proves conclusively that the murderer 707 
no booty, and that be was not posted upon all of 
Dr. Prescott’s habits, but that he did know the 
ins and outs of the place. The man who com- 
mitted the murder must have been a powerful 
individual. The negro whom ‘ir. and Mrs. 

lecker saw there Saturday night told a straight- 
forward story, which coincided .fully with the 
story told by Dr. Plecker. After the Doctor and 
his wife came to the bath-house Dr. Prescott 
told the colored man to elose up the windows in 
the cellar and go home, as he would be needed 
éarly in the morning. He wentdown stairs and 
put the bar to the inside of the dapr. 

He fastened all the windows with props, 

which were found exactly as he represented, 
«xcept the north window, from which the props 
were found removed and the upper sash low- 
ered, which left it level with the court. This 
would go to prove that the mau woo committed 
the murder Wwaylau the deceased inside the 
basement. From the yard the murderer went 
Over a pile ot bard coal under the shed at the 
rear of the place and througti a hoie in the side 
of that shed into the alley, and “thence to Mon- 
roe street, where he disappeared. The man 
who did the closing up tells a straight story, as 
is stated above. Capt. Bonfield stated that be 
let this man go yesterday, and Acting Chief-of- 
Police Doyie taid Tas Targon reporter that he 
was again in custody. While there is nothing 
tangibie as evidence against bim, circumstances

If, as be claims, he was released from duty at 
41:15 o'clock, why was he there at about the time

previous to the closing of the windows. Had ne 
come in from the yard he would have 
found it necessary to cut a paue of glass from 
he window to have removed away the prop. 

There was no 
one who beard a scuffie. investigation shows 
clearly that the man who did the deed knew the 
premises. Had the nefro seen any one, in the 
‘collar he eould have given the alarm. There 
was ample lignt for him to see who was there.

tor’s watch was stolen out of his vest, which 
was left hanging near the entry. Sbortly there- 
after it was discovered in a pawusdop by De- 
tective Tierney, who left it there in the hope 
t the fellow “who pawned it would 
cull to redeem it, in which event 
he bad made arrangements with the pawn- 
broker to effect the fellow’s capture. The 
watch was pawned by a pegro, and it is thought 
Rice will be identitied as the man. However 
this may be Dr. Prescott was atrongly under the 
impression that Rice was the thief, aud it was 
this more than any else which caused him 
to lose his situation. It is stated, but on what au- 
thority was not ascertained, that Rice was awa 
that the Doctor discharged him because he be- 
lieved nim to be a thief, and that be made 
threats of getting even by viotence. The fact 
that Rice has goiten rid of a ujustache within 
the forty-eight hours preceding his capture is 
looked upon with considerable suspicion. He

Curtis is a young and athietic colored man 
who took Rice's place, It wus be who was gu- 
gaged in sweeping out wen Dr. Plecker and bis 
wife entered the bath. Curtis says he remem- 
bers Dr. Plecker's entrance. He and bis wife 
were assigned to Roem 7. Very shortly after 
this Dr. Prescott toid him be. might gu beme. 
He asked if he should go down stairs and close 
up the rear windows and door, but the Doctor said 
to never mind, that the night was warm, and 
that the heat from the boilers would make the 
establisoment too t. He changed his mind 
almost immediately, however, and void Curtis he 
might as well do so—that it was the safest 
way, Curtis says he then went dowa-stairs, 
and after closing the windows fastened them on 
the inside with sticks used for the purpose, 
and aiso closed the door by placing a bar of woud 
against it. He neither saw nor beard anything 
in the basementto arouse his suspicion, but 
says there was any nuaiber of places where one 
or two meu migut have heen lying in conceal- 
ment. After leaving the bath-house he walked 
directly north on Desplatnes street and took an 
Indiana street car to W street. He thea 
went to his home, No.401 Wood street, and re- 
mained there. The po intend to verify these 
statements if they can be veritied, and to tind 
out what time Curtis reached his home. It bas 
been stated heretofore that

in front of the open basement door. The door 
was closed, probabiy as Curtis left it. It 
was impossible to open the window from 
the Outside without breaking a pane 
of glass and removing the stick. The window 
was found open, and through it the assasins 
made their escape.

THE COTTON CROP. 


Bradstreet’s June Report, Showing the 
„ Condition of the Staple. 

New York, July 7.—Bradstreet's Journal to- 
morrow morning will contain the following with 
reference to the growing cotton crop: 

The June cotton report to Bradstreet’s is based 
on 883 replies from 549 counties, representing 89 
per cent of the cotton-growing regions of the 
South. In obtaining this report counties baving 
less than 500 acres under cotton cultivation have 
been ignored. There are 648 counties in the 
South each of which contains over 500 acres of 
cotton land. The weather throughout the cot- 
ton belt generally continued unfavorable until 
about the close of the first week in June, since 
which time it has been favorable. 

Taking the States together, without regard to 
differenves in productiveness. 242 correspondents 
report that a good stand of cotton was secured, 
441 report a fair stand, while 187 report a poor 
stand. The average stand is, therefore, at least 
tair. The condition of the plant is reported 
good by 405 correspondents; #3 report fair, and 
120 @ poor condition. The progress of the plant 
is from ofteen to twenty days behind that of the 
corresponding day last year. present re- 
turns abundaatly confirm the coaoservatism of 
our May report, which made che falling off in 
acreage for the entire cotton beit 6 r 
cent, comparison being made with last 
year, In relation to all the principal cotton 
States, exvept Texas, the evidence now in 
hand points to an increase in the percentage of 
reduction were any change to be made. The evi- 
deuce is so strong as to fuirly put beyood con- 
troversy the conclusion that the need of cuiti- 
vating provision crops to a greater extent nas 
for once, at least, u possession of the South. 
The ground under tillage has, of course, been 
increased, but this increase, together with 6 per 
ceut of land given over to cottou last year, 
bas been put iato the small grains. Ino this con- 
nection it is especially ggatifying to note that, 
with the exception of threatened injury to corn 
in the extreme Southwest, the yield of cereals in 
the South is large beyond expectation.

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CuicaGco, July 1.—Taking a look at values in 
the different cities of Europe for cash and future 
wheat, I come to the conclusion that they por- 
tray a very inditferent barvest for crop of 1882. 
Cash wheat at Paris on June 20 was selling at the 
equivalent of $1.58% ety bu, July at 1.50%, and 
July and August at 8 M. Marseilles was soll- 
ing casb No. 2 red American wheat at equal to 
$1.67 per bu (a cargo sold at that price), France 
bas an import duty of equal to 9c per ‘bu. The 
wheat soid at Paris is French wheat. Berlin was 
selling cash wheat at equal to $1404 r bu. 
Berl.n was selling September and October wheat 
at equal to 81. ½ per bu. Hamburg, Germany, 
‘was sell cash wheat at equal to $1574. 
Hamburg is afree city, with no import duty. 
Berlin is paying more for the same grades of 
wheat thah London, indicating that there are no 
stocks of wheat forexport trom that section or 
that could be brought from Russia for export to 
London. 

Stocks of wheat and flour in al! the importing 
cities of France, Spain, Portugal, Holland, Bel- 
gium, City of Hamburg, as well as the import- 
ing * of Great Britain and Ireland, are very 
sma 

The continental cities are daily large 
buyers of cargoes off coast, which cause such 
small imports into Great Britain, it being final- 
ly consumed on the continent. 

This is where so much of the wheat shipped to 
Great Britain is finally absorbed, and. which 
must continue to be purchased. The wants of 
Europe will ba larger than during almost any 
previous year that | can remember. 

Their present stocks are very small in all their 
importing cities, and Russia has but a very 
smali quantity in all her exporting cities. Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand stopped exporting in 
April. Chili hastno more for export. Egypt, 
providing there is no war, will have nothing for 
export. 

The wants of all Western Europe will be so 
large this year, judg from their crop reports, 
gu the red from the leading grain papers of Lon- 
don, together with their present small stocks of 
wheat Hour, especially in all Frevch importing 
cities, that it will place America in the position 
of naming the price, instead of accept what 
they may offer.
